“It is pointed out this morning, 
Shaw said, “that the symbol is 
the ‘Star of Liberation’ and that 
all vehicles except ambulances 
and Royal Air Force vehicles, 
whether they be American, Brit- 
ish or Canadian, share this com- 
mon symbol in order to facilitate 
recognition and increase effici- 
ency.”

LONDON, June 13.—British and Canadian troops, fighting forward in the teeth of 
savage German counter-attacks, captured Troarn, 51, miles east of Caen in a full-scale. 
drive to envelop the western anchor of the enemy defences, and American patrols, driv- 
ing half way across the neck of the Normandy peninsula were reported probing the ap- 
proaches of Cherbourg. 

The British threw a ring of armor around Caen and were battling heavily against the German garri- 
son which holds the most stubborn strongpoint encountered so far ‘in the invasion. 


The fighting reached new peaks 
of violence at both ends of the 30- 
mile front as the Nazis hit back 
hard to check the American gains. 
A dispatch from the front timed 
1:10 p.m. today said Germans had 
rallied around Carentan and Monte-| 
bourg and that street fighting again 
was underway in both towns, 

Allied headquarters, however, 
officially confirmed the capture 
of Montebourg, and also L’Abbe, 
as reported earlier by British 

United Press correspondent 

Henry T. Gorrell, and uncertain- 

ty thus prevailed as to the exact 

situation in Montebourg and also 
at Carentan. 

Later it was said at supreme Al- 
lied headquarters that despite the 
progress of German counterattacks 
at Montebourg and Carentan the 
general situation on the Cherbourg 
peninsula was “very gratifying.” 


DRIVE ON ST. LO 

To the southeast the Americans 
were making “very satisfactory” 
progress in a drive to flank St. Lo, 
ancient citadel half way across the 
peninsula, and were reported to be 
within less than six miles of the 
communications hub. 

Violent tank battles continued 
in the area of Caen and Tilly-Sur- 
Seulles, south of Bayeaux. The 
British armor was pouring round 
after round into three German 
panzer divisions concentrated in 
that sector. 

The British burst suddenly out 
of a pocket over the Orne canal 
between Caen and the sea to take 

Troarn—a five mile advance which 
seriously threatened the German 
position inside battered Caen. 

Simultaneously other British and

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Battling Invasion 
Estimated to Total 240,000 Men

TWENTY-FIRST ARMY GROUP HEADQUARTERS, June 13. 
—(AP)—German forces now fighting in France in an effort to halt 
the Allied invasion were estimated by a senior British staff officer 
last night to total 240,000. 

At the same time it was unofficially estimated at headquart- 
ers that British, American and Canadian fighters had taken 
10,000 prisoners on the Normandy front. 

(The Nazi command asserted Sunday that the Allies had 350,000 
to 400,000 troops engaged in the invasion battle.) 
This was the British officer's estimate of the situation: 

The Germans are disorganized in their rear, mainly along 
the centre of the front, and “pretty tidy” up at the front, but 
nevertheless unable to extract sufficient forces to mount a com- 
prehensive counter-attack. 

Moreover their bridges all along the Seine river have been des- 
troyed by Allied bombing, and they are unable to bring up rein- 
forcements from the east except by a long detour around Paris.

OTTAWA, June 13.—(CP)—Canada proposes to con- 
tribute $77,000,000 to United Nations Relief Rehabilitation 
Administration this year, Finance

Mr. lisley made the statement

of $800,000,000 this year in mutual 
aid to the United Nations, and in 
relief to liberated nations. 

Canada’s contribution to U.N.R. 
R.A. would represent about one 
per cent of the national income. 
Ten per cent of the $77,000,000 
would be provided in a form in 
which U.N.R.R.A, could transfer it 
into foreign exchange if it so de- 
sired. The balance of the contribu- 
tion would be available for the 
purchase of supplies and services 
Within the Dominion. 

REFERS TO REPORT 

In opening the debate, Mr. Ilsley 
referred frequently to the mutual 
aid report, tabled earlier. yester- 
day, for the 10 months ended 
March 31. 

Expenditures of war supplies to 
be transferred to recipient coun- 
tries in the future amount to 
$129,123,563. 

Mr. Isley said mutual air also 
was provided last year for the 
French Committee of National 
Liberation, but shipments to the 
French only began last March 31. 

There had been some delay in 
completing arrangements for 
mutual aid to all the recipient 
countries, and the figures for 
shipments up to March 31 were 
not representative of the propor- 
tions in which supplies now were 
moving to the various countries. 

Mr. Ilsley said he wanted to 

emphasize that the mutual aid ship- 
ments did not represent the only 
war supplies going to’ the United 
Nations from Canada. 
PURCHASES MADE ° 

“All countries receiving mutual 
aid, with the possible exception of 
China, purchased supplies in Can- 
ada during the past year,” he said. 


amounts of supplies have been 
making substantial purchases. 
Some nations have been able to 
pay for all their requirements in 
Canada, and as a consequence they 
have not requested assistance 
under the Mutual Aid Act. 

“Our sister dominions, South 
Africa and NeW Zealand, though 
obtaining substantial quantities of 
war supplies from Canada, have 
not asked to secure any portion of 
them as mutual aid.” 

Britain obtained the funds to pay 
for goods from monies paid to the 
British government by the Cana- 

dian forces overseas, from the pur- 
chase by Canada of British inter- 
ests in Canadian war plants and 
from other transactions. 

Harry Jackman. (P.C., Toronto: 
Rosedale) asked why mutual aid at 
the expense of the Canadian tax- 
payers was furnished to the West 
Indies who did not request it and 
were ready to pay. 

EXPLAINS OFFER 

Mr. Isley said one West Indian 
{sland has asked for flour under 
mutual aid. As Canada’s relations 
with all the West Indies were on 
the same basis it was felt an offer 

should be made to the others. 

He said the cost of shipping 
flour to the West Indies had in- 
creased. To the extent that the 
West Indies lacked dollars to pay 
Canada for flour they obtained it 
from Great Britain. That increased 
the amount of mutual aid Britain 
required from Canada. The net 
result was the same whether the 
aid was provided direct or indi- 
rectly through Britain. 

Rev. E. G. Hansell (S.C.—Mac- 
leod) said he wondered why Canada 
did not trade with the United Na- 
tions and at the end of the year 
cancel $800,000,000 of the debt of 
nations receiving mutual aid.

Canadian supplies to Russia in 
the period covered by the report 
included 13,500 tons of aluminum, 

11,700 tons of lead, 1,500 tons of 

nickel, 120,000 tons of flour, 10,000 

tons of wheat and large quantities 

of explosives, 

The mutual aid assistance to Rus- 
sia has included a provision for 
servicing and repairing Soviet ves- 
sels in Canadian ports and furnish- 
ing complete lines of steel-making 
equipment. 

Prior to the introduction of mut- 
ual aid substantial quantities of 
Canadian supplies were made avail- 
able to Russia as diversions from 
United Kingdom contracts in Can- 
ada. From Oct. 1, 1941, to March 
31, 1944, these diversions—now ear- 
marked as Canadian—included 1,223 
tanks, 1,348 Bren carriers, 29 sets 
of Radar equipment, 30,000 tons of 
aluminum and 27,000 tons of copper.

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End of Flag Controversy 
Seen as Canadians Carry 


The Red Ensign Into Battle

OTTAWA, June 13.—The long standing Canadian flag 
controversy may now have been settled once and for all, on 


the ground that a flag which 


is good enough for Canadian 


| troops to carry into battle in the invasion of Europe is good 


enough now and forever for the people back home. The flag 


used was the red ensign. “ 


In the invasion Canadian troops 
carried the red ensign, Details of 
the inside story of this were avail- 
able here today. Several weeks 
ago, the war committee of the | 
Canadian cabinet approved a 
resolution which authorized the 
Canadian army to use the red en- 
sign as a distinctive flag on ac- 
casions when a distinction seemed 
appropriate between Canadian 
and British troops. 

This decision was sent out in 
army orders and once Canada’s in-| 
vasion troops moved into action 
they unfurled the Red Ensign. Up 
to that stage, Canadian troops and 
military establishments in Britain 
had used the Union Jack, the nat- 
ional flag of the United Kingdom. 
Troops in Italy began to use the 
Red Ensign before it was author- 
ized, and Defence Minister Ralston | 
noticed this during his Italian tour 
last year. 


MUCH CONTROVERSY 


The fact Canada has had no dis- 
tinctive flag of its own has created 
controversy from time to time and 
attracted comment in other coun-| 
tries, Canadian legations and- em- 
bassies abroad have generally used 
the Red Ensign rather than the} 
Union Jack, an arrangement which 
avoided complicated explanations 
why Canada had been using the of-| 
ficial flag of the United Kingdom| 
rather than one of its own. Use of| 
the Red Ensign on all Canadian} 
buildings outside Canada has been 
authorized by order-in-council in 
1924, 

The Red Ensign contains a 
small Union Jack on the first 
Quarter next to staff, and the Can- 
adian coat of arms on the fly. 
When the issue came up in par- 
liament last June, Prime Minister 
King dealt with a question raised 
by a Quebec Nationalist member 
by saying the Red Ensign had 
been used for more than 70 years 
where a flag specially distinctive 
of Canada was essential. 


Several groups in Canada, chiefly 
in Quebec, have been advocating 
adoption of a new flag. Members 
of parliament interested in the is- 
sue have brought it up in the house} 
from time to time. The war com- 
mittee’s action will likely clarify} 
the flag situation and make the red_| 
ensign generally acceptable. 


ESTABLISHED USAGE 

Obviously the cabinet has decid- 
ed to rely on established usage, and 
this may mean the Canadian people! 
will settle on the red ensign rather 
than continue controversy over a 
flag. 

Other British Dominions have 
their own flags, adopted by acts 
of parliament. The Australian 
flag, for instance, was. designed 
by a high school boy who won a 
national contest for the best flag 
design. The flag issue has an in- 
teresting sidelight in Quebec. 

After two or three years’ absence, 
the French tri-color flag has made 
its re-appearance in the province of 
Quebec across the river from Ot- 
tawa. The tri-color is in evidence 
everywhere in honor of the invasion 
and the impending release of 
France from German occupation.

Announce New Plan 
Mailing Cigarettes 


OTTAWA, June 183—(CP)—Post- 
master General Mulock announced 
yesterday in the Commons that ef- 
fective June 19 a new system will 
go into effect for the sending of 


| cigarettes to the armed forces .in 


Italy. 

Under the new system, addressed 
labels, representing cigarettes or- 
dered in Canada, will be airmailed 
to Italy. On arrival there post office 
officials will affix the labels to 
cigarettes drawn frum a large re- 
serve, built up by bulk shipments, 
and send them on to the addressee. 

Mr. Mulotk said it was hoped 

a similar system would soon be 
enforced for troops in Britain and 

France. He said that possibly 
within a month armed forces per- 
sonnel overseas will be able to 
buy cigarettes direct from de- 

pots at a cost of $1.00 for 300 
cigarettes, 

Under the new system, persons 
sending cigarettes to armed forces 
in Italy should order cigarettes as 
at present from tobacconists or to- 
bacco companies. The sender will 
be relieved of any possibility of 
loss. The post office department 
will assume the responsibility for 
any loss. 

About the only change in the pre- 
sent ordering procedure is that not 
more than 300 cigarettes at a time 
may be sent by one individual. This 
does nuot apply to organizations or 
societies sending cigarettes in bulk 
for distribution to the troops in 
general.

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Knock-Out 


Kesselring'’s 14th. German army in Italy 
has been knocked into fragments “engaged 
mainly in stealing each other's transport”, 
according to reports from the Allied head- 
quarters at Naples, As an organized fight- 
ing unit it no longer exists, and the dis- 
jointed divisions, brigades and battalions 
are Staging a free for all race to the north 
in whatever transport vehicles they can lay 
hands on. 

Over on the Adriatic side of the pen- 
insula the Marshal’s 10th. army has ap- 
parently preserved better order and is 
making slower progress but heading in the 
Same direction. It is on the western side 
that Mussolini built most of the highways 
he used to boast about. Which may account 
for the better pace the 14th. is setting. 

This may not mean, probably does not 
mean, that panic has set in and discipline 
been thrown to the winds, A general re- 
treat to the prepared positions in the north 
has evidently been ordered and unit com- 
manders told to get their troops there as 
soon as possible. The Allied Fifth army 
however is getting dangerously far up the 
coastal roads and by turning eastward may 
cut across the rear of the Nazi 10th. If so, 
a larger bag of enemy prisoners might be 
caught than has been taken in any Single 
operation. Thus far, since May 11th, 70,000 
have been gathered in. 

If Italy is now a minor theatre, the 
campaign there has been well conducted. 
The Canadians on that front have the 
satisfaction of knowing that they have 
taken part in operations which have been 
splendidly successful and are making heavy 
reductions in the strength of the Fuehrer’s 
fighting forces: The blow that was dealt 
the Hitler line was a clear knock-out.

Time to Get in Line 


The call has gone out for recruits for 
our active army. The immediate need is for 
48,000, to keep the reserves in Britain up 
to strength as drafts are made to fill gaps 
in the fighting lines across the Channel. 
Unless that is done, the striking power of 
our army at the invasion front must 
dwindle while our Allies are pouring more 
and more men into the combat area and 
Rommel moves reserve troops to the point 
of attack. 

It has never failed, either in this war or 
in the First Great War, that recruiting 
speeded up when our troops were known to 
be sustaining losses. It may be confidently 
supposed that the like reaction will occur 
now. Canadians of military age and fitness 
will not want to remain at home and let 
Canada’s sector of the fighting front grow 
narrower for lack of men to replace those 
who become casualties. 

During the long years when the Can- 
adian units were training in England it 
was not strange that enlistment should 
lag. There was no immediate urgency in 
sight to stir prospective recruits to action. 
Certainly there was no great attraction in 
the idea of going overseas to spend months 
and perhaps years tramping around parade 
grounds and highways, Even the know- 
ledge that long training was needed to 
qualify men for present-day war could not 
offset the news which came back as to the 
“fed up’ temper prevailing in our divis- 
ions held so long inactive in the old lands. 

That phase of the war has ended. Our 
army is now in battle on two fronts and 
losing men as a matter of course, The 
challenge is direct, and could not be more 
urgent. The time has come to get into 
uniform. The sooner the better, hecause 
training is still as necessary as it ever was; 
and the man who gets the most training 
will be best fitted to take care of himself.

Loans to Improve Farms 
The House of Commons has given 


second reading to the Farm Improvements 
Loan Bill, which means that the principle 
of the measure has been approved. It will 
be gone over in detail in committee and 
may emerge considerably changed, but the 
second reading is assurance that the plan 
will be embodied in legislation at the 
present session. 

The purpose is to encourage the banks 
to make farm loans at a low rate of inter- 
est for a wide variety of improvements, the 
loans to run for a number of years where 
the amount is considerable. To make this 
practicable, the Government proposes to 
guarantee the banks against loss up to a 
percentage of the loans made, 

The rate named in the bill is 5 per cent, 
the Government guarantee limit 10 per 
cent, and the maximum loan period 10 
years, These figures may be changed in 
committee, and it is not unlikely that some 
provision will be made to waive interest 
payments for a year in which borrowers 
sustain crop losses, 

Five per cent money for the making of 
general improvements in farm property 
and the purchase of equipment will be 
something new in western Canada, new 
and welcome, A lower rate would of course 
be still more welcome. The 10-year 
term seems reasonably long, and a 10 
per cent guarantee to the banks should be 
sufficient to interest them in carrying on 
an active loan policy. 

There is precedent to show that*the 
arrangement does not involve serious risk 
to the taxpayers. In the case of the Home 
Loans [Improvement Act the Government 
guaranteed losses up to 15 per cent. But

Clearing the Flank 


Moscow got tired waiting for the 
Finns to oust the Nazis, and is doing it 
for them, The new offensive launched by 
the Red army on that front is evidently 
aimed to smash that menace to the Russian 
flank and open a road across Finland to 
Norway. 7 

It is not quite clear whether this cam- 
paign is directed in reality against the 
Finns, or against the Nazi garrisons, with 
more or less official Finnish sympathy gnd 
acquiescence. A good deal the world does 
not know about has been going on between 
Helsinki and Moscow. The sense of the 
situation has seemed to be that the Finns 
would make peace if they could do so 
without having to turn on the Hitler troops 
and fight them lone-handed all over their 
country. 

There is at least room to hope that, the 
Finnish officials have been doing a little 
of the under-cover negotiating so dear to 
the heart of Von Ribbentrop, and have 
agreed to make terms if the Russians will 
solve the deadlock by invading Finland— 
and thus give them a chance to quit the 
war without subjecting their people to 
Nazi vengeance. 

That may not seem very probable, but 
this war has turned up a good many im- 
probables, as the Allies have cause to know.

fear. But as the time approaches, 
his human economy, mental and 
physical, accustoms him to the 
idea, He weighs his chances calmly, 
in consideration of all the factors. 
And finally, he goes to the operat- 
ing room almost with pleasure, so 
intense is the relief from previous 
strain, 

For us, who must watch this great 
operation from afar the strain is 
less lifted, for our action is less— 
as the relatives of a patient are 
more jittery than the patient him- 
self, when he is battling for his 
life. We pray, and it is well that 
we pray. But what is prayer? It is 
the utmost concentration into a 
most inward state of receptivity to 
the universal will, in the faith that 
through this concentration, revel- 
ation and release will come. All 
true prayer is effort—not relax- 
ation. It is the effort to subject the 
self, the ego, the personal desires, 
and the purely intellectual opinions, 
and open one’s self to a purpose and 
truth higher than these. Thus, as the 
King of England said, we pray not 
that God will do our will, but that 
we will do the will of God. 


* * * 


Only the other day, Mr. Churchill 
remarked that in his opinion the 
war was becoming less and less 
‘ideological.” Yet our leaders in 
calling upon their nation to pray, 
reaffirm that it is profoundly ideo- 
logical. General Eisenhower, Presi- 
dent Roosevelt, in his prayer, and 
the King of England spoke of our 
“crusade.” But a crusade is a battle 
for power. It is a fight against evil. 
It is a battle for God, It is a strug- 
gle to bring good to pass in the 
world—in the immortal words of 
Lincoln, uttered in the second in- 
augural address—a struggle with 
“firmness in the right as God gives 
us to see the right.”

I am positive that when the 
President evoked God he meant 
his prayer for himself and for us 
all, that in all our acts we should 
be guided by the loftiest aims re- 
vealed to us. 

His rejection of the lust for con- 
quest echoes in all of us “... to 
end conquest ... to liberate ,.

But when we pray for guidance 
we assume an obligation. If, in our

LONDON: An astonishing fact 
about Canada’s war effort is that 


the people at home have yet to 
appreciate the size and force of the 
R.C.A.F. overseas. 

The activities of the army and 
the navy are publicized in the 
official communiques as well as in 
the despatches of war correspond- 
ents. But the R.C.A.F, being a part 
of the R.A.F. is rarely singled out, 
except by the special coverage 
provided by the Public Relations 
officers attached to it. ° Official 
communiques seldom speak of the 
exploits of Canadian airmen, 

This fact is not recorded in a 
critical way. Under the circum- 
stances it is inevitable, The result, 
however, has been a failure to im- 
press wpon the people the import- 
ance of the contribution our air 
force is making. Right now about 
one-third of the R.A.F. (including 
the Canadian Bomber Group) are 
Canadian airmen, For the most 
part, they are scattered through- 
out the various units of the R.A.F, 
But a substantial number of them 
have been brought together, under 
the command of Air Vice-Marshal 
McEwen, M.C.,, D.C.F., and bar, in 
the Canadian Bomber Group. A 
group is a unit and a very large 
one, approximately equal in num- 
bers to an army. 

Although the Canadian Bomber 
Group—which flies heavy bomb- 
ers—is not yet completely filled 
out, it has been sending scores of 
planes on nightly raids. When 
fully established, it will send many 
more, What this means is that 
this group, alone, has frequently 
dropped 1,000 tons of bombs on an 
enemy target. Not so very long 
ago the first 1,000-ton raid by the 
R.A.F. was regarded as big news. 
Today this is being done by the 
Canadian Group which comprises 
only one-tenth of the total R.C.A.F. 
strength overseas. 


* * * 
The record being made by the 
Canadian Bomber Group is 
enviable. Although lacking its 


full strength it now stands second 
highest among the R.A.F. Bomber 
Groups. The rating is made on the 
basis of performance, 

But another reason why the Can- 
adian Bomber Group has not regis- 
tered at home is that long-range 
heavy bombing is a development of 
the present war. There is no tra- 
dition back of it, as with the army 
and the navy. When people think 
of the air force, the names that 
jleap to mind are those of fighter 
|}pilots—the Bishops, Barkers, 
Beurlings, The drama of fighter 
combat captures the_ public's 
imagination. Who ever heard of 
an ace bomber pilot? How can 
lone dramatize the long flight in an 
all but defenceless plane, the drop-

The heavy bomber takes off in 
darkness, From the moment the 
plane's door is shut, the crew is 
severed from physical contact first 
with the ground and later with 
friendly territory, They are on 
their own and are in constant peril 
until they have landed and dis- 
persed. They sit in cramped quar- 
ters. Their only real hope is that 
they will see danger in time to 
evade it,

These reasons, perhaps, account 
for the fact that the bomber 


crews have received less attention 
from the people at home than 
other branches of the service. 
Actually, they deserve and require 
more. War correspondents seldom 
visit them, For some reason war 
correspondents prefer the army. 
The task of publicizing Bomber 
Group falls almost entirely on 
Public Relations officers. The 
head of the air force Public Rela- 
tions overseas is WC, Rod Mce- 
Innes, formerly of the parliament- 
ary press gallery, and the news 
editor is Flight-Lieutenant Vic 
Baker, formerly of the Canadian 
Press at Montreal, FL, Baker, in- 
cidentally, knows the bomber busi- 
ness from the inside. He com- 
pleted his tour last September and 
saw service in the European and 
Mediterranean war theatres. 

The senior P.R.O. in the Cana- 
dian Bomber Group is Squadron- 
Leader T. C. McCall, formerly of 


the Simcoe Reformer, P.R.O.'s are 
attached to most of the squadrons. 
At the station described.in these 
pieces, the officer was Flight- 
Lieutenant H. W. “Mac” Eggles- 
ton, formerly of the Star-Phoenix, 
Saskatoon. At a nearby station 
was Flight-Lieutenant Jack Cold- 
well, formerly of the Toronto Star, 
and the son of the C.C.F. leader. 

These newspapermen are in uni- 
form. They live with the afr force 
and do their utmost to write the 
story.

Many spoke of the difficulty of

If 
jthey had a magazine or book 
|handy, it would help, The life 
they live makes acute and con- 
tinuous nervous strain unavoid- 
| able. Reading would be a ready 
way of escape from it. It is not 
necessary to know somebody in the 
group. If reading matter is mailed 
to the headquarters of the Cana- 
dian Bomber Group, it will be dis- 
tributed promptly.

But a short 
while later, the A.P. jumped the 
gun by several years and killed off 
the pope's sister; and for long after- 
ward when A.P. men would pull 
snoots at U.P. men over the pre- 
mature death of Pope Pius, the 
U.P. men would say that, well, any- 
way, he died whereas his sister 
wasn't dead yet.

The whip of com- 
petition is constantly on his back, 
and it is through the private 
trader, seeking out markets all over 
the world, that Canada has become 
one of the world’s five greatest 
traders and has built a standard 
of living exceeded only by that of 
the United States. 

The government trading board, 
however, is under no such com- 
pulsion to find markets. If it does 
not find them it does not go out 
of business, It is stéll paid whether 
it trades or not. And not having to 
trade, and being restricted by the 
government's determination to pro- 
tect its own industries, however un- 
economic they may be, the gov- 
ernment board under a socialist 
government will reduce trade to a 
minimum.

On Normandy Invasion Front 


SUPREME HEADQUARTERS ALLIED EXPEDITION. 
ARY FORCE, June 13.—(CP)—Prime Minister Churchill 
yesterday set foot on French’‘soil for the first time since 1940. 
He was accompanied by Field Marshal Smuts, Prime Minister 
to South Africa, and Gen. Sir Alan Brooke, chief of the Ilm- 


- perial general staff.

Four years ago he made a dra- 
matic flight to a France collapsing 
under the blows of a German 
army to plead vainly with French 
leaders to carry on the fight. 

Mr. Churchill and his companions 
crossed the channel yesterday on 
the destroyer H.M.S. Kelvin, While 
they were aboard the ship joined 
in bombarding a German position 
on the northeastern Normandy 
flank. ° 
THREE HOURS ASHORE 

Arriving on the beaches shortly 
before noon, they spent three hours 
ashore; lunched with Gen. Mont- 
gomery, commander-in-chief of Al- 
lied ground forces in France; visited 
army headquarters; watched troops 
and supplies land and then steamed 
through the battle fleet which was 
bombarding the shore. 

During the day the Prime Min- 
ister witnessed an aerial dogfight 
and saw a German raider shot 
down, 

In visiting the beachhead, 
Churchill had his own way. Ad- 
miral Ramsay, naval commander- 
in-chief, disclosed last week that 
the Prime Minister had wanted 
to go along on D-day, and “It took 
a great deal of persuasion” to 
leave him behind, 

Gen, Eisenhower, commander-in- 
chief of the Allied invasion forces, 
led a party of American military 
and naval commanders on a tour of 
the American-held section of the 
front. 

In Eisenhower's party were Gen. 
Marshall, United States army chief 
of staff; Gen. Henry Arnold, United! 
States air chief; Admiral Ernest 
King, commander-in-chief of the 
| United States fleet, and Lt.-Gen. 
Omar N. Bradley, commander of 
American ground forces in France, 

They drove to within five miles 
of fierce fighting being waged in 
the Caretan sector and saw block- 
long rows of shattered buildings 
—ruins still burning and smoke 
rising from all the town, 

Mr. Churchill has made several 
visits to the various theatres of war 
but yesterday's visit to the front 
lines was the most dramatic. 

At exactly 12:30 p.m. a grey-green 
“duck” (amphibious craft) climbed 
up the yellow sands of the Nor- 
mandy beach and out stepped the 
Prime Minister.

Predicting the collapse of Germany and complete victory 
for the Allies in Europe within the next two months, Maj.-

&pector-general for the Canadian Army in Western Canada, 
painted a vivid picture of the invasion pattern now unfolding 
along the French Normandy coast, in an address to the Ed-

The General also predicted that the Russians would enact 
atrocities in Germany in retaliation for those’ committed by 
the Nazis on Russian soil. “For every thousand Russian civ- 
ilians the Germans killed in the Soviet, I venture to say that 
the Russians will take the lives of a thousand Germans when 
they finally reach Hun soil,” he declared.

ON COAST OF ENGLAND, June 13.—The invasion is 
only a week old and the Germans have not seen anything yet, 
it can be reported after a tour of rear lines where great masses 


of men and war machines 
France. 


All the way from the streets of 
London to invasion ports and 
docks there is constant movement. 
One afternoon on roads near 
ports vehicles bearing certain unit 
designations are seen. The next 
day in the same ports there are 
the same long lines of tanks, 
trucks and jeeps but they are 
different vehicles with different 
unit designations. 


The heavy stuff is moving up now| 


—tanks, tank recovery vehicles, 
anti-aircraft guns, air force ground 
equipment and air service command 
installations. Added to this are the 


steady processions of British trucks 
and lorries and the “paddlefoot” 
infantry. 


All of these troops and equipment} 


choke the roads to ports. Convoys 
wind in serpentine columns over 
the aills and through the towns. 
SHIPS OF ALL SIZES 

The ports are filled with ships of 
all sizes from little motor boats up 
to great battleships. 

On the man-made beaches of 
stone and concrete where the land- 


ing craft put in, the loading goes | 


on ceaselessly. 


Overhead during the day new, 
fat baby barrage balloons glint 
in the sun. Airplanes criss-crow 
incessantly to and from the front. 
Close as this is to the front lines 
there is no noise of battle, only 
the rumble and grind of machines 
and the jumble of men’s shouts.

Varicose veins occur more often 
after middle life and more often to 
women than men. The veins of the 
lower leg are most often affected, 
becoming enlarged, numb, or pain- 
ful, and of a purplish-blue in color, 
so that it is easy to see them wend- 
ing their tortuous way just beneath 
the skin. In the beginning there is 

a sense of weight without pain, due 
to the weight of the blood which 
the valves in the veins are not 
holding back properly. 

People who stand at their work 
are most often victims of this dis- 
ease, It is interesting that a man 
is about the only animal who, suf- 
ers from this trouble, probably 
because, since he stands upright, 
there is a great pressure of blood 
upon the veins of the legs. 

Varicose veins, unless carefully 
treated, tend to become worse as 
the vein becomes. widened and its 
valves stretched, allowing the 
blood to throw extra weight upon 
the next valve below. Ulcers may 
also form if the disease exists for 
a long time. 

The usual causes of varicose 
veins are prolapsed abdominal or- 
gans, pressure of feces, or tight 
garments such as garters or belts, 
Many patients suffering from this 
disorder are advised to have the 
veins surgically removed or ren- 
dered fibrous by the injection 
treatment, or the patient may be 
advised to wear a rubber stocking. 
I believe that a more satisfactory 
cure depends upon a_ general 
health-building regimen to improve 
the blood so the veins will have a 
proper nourishment for developing 
Strong walls. It is also necessary 
to correct any prolapsus or a tumor 
of the abdominal organs which may 
be pressing on the veins. Local 
treatments should also be given if 
one wishes to reduce the enlarged 
veins to a normal size. Certain 
kinds of electrical apparatus which 
can only be used by a physician are 
extremely valuable for this. You 
can benefit yourself, however, by 
taking certain exercises for im- 
proving the circulation, A good 
exercise is taken while lying on the 
back on a slanting board with the 
feet elevated, as in this position the 
abdominal organs are pulled away 
from the lower pelvis and this re- 
lieves the congestion of the lower 
extremities. Gentle massage while 
the legs are elevated is also bene- 
ficial, The strokes should be made 
from the extremities toward the 
heart. After the veins have been 
treated in this manner, you can 
benefit yourself by the application 
of a lump of ice to the enlarged 
veins. This should be done several 
times daily. The ice may be held 
against the vein with a towel so 
that your hand will not become too 
cold, but the smooth part of the ice 
should be placed directly against 
the swollen vein while the leg is in 
the air so the blood has an oppor- 
tunity to drain out of the vein. 

When varicose ulcers have deve)- 
oped, there is at first only a dis- 
charge of serum, but in advanced 
cases blood and pus are also ex- 
uded. The best treatment for vari- 
cose ulcers can be administered by 
a doctor who uses the actinic light.
